Library Disks. We do hd^e a small but growing library of public domain disks which was described in th^ August 
editorial. These are available tc financial members of the National 059 User Group at a copy cost of $2,00 per 
disk. With the above paragraph in mind, why a $2 copy charge? The logic is this - the copy charge levied should 
allow us to meet the costs of updating and increasing the library. Such costs would include postage, disk m-edia 
and the like. So if you are able to send in public domain disks for inclusion in the library end would like your 
disks returned by post, we expect that the National 0S9 group will be able to meet such costs. Please advise us if 
this is the case. To obtain copies of our Horary disks please send your formatted 5-25" disks together with $2 
for each copy and return postage stamps. Of course tell us which disk you want a copy of and what 059 format you 
are using. Our library disks are in CoCo 059 80 track D.5. 5.25' format which we can transfer to any common 5.25 
format and we believe any common 059 format. Sorry, we can not handle 3.5" disks due to the lack only of a 3.5' 
drive.

LETTER TO TJE EDITOR 

Dear Gordon, 

First of all I will introduce myself, I have Deen interested in family computing since buying my first 
TANDY CoCd when they were first introduced in Australia, and became part of the late Greg Wilson RAINBOW network, 
along with Geoff Spowart forming the first computer user group East of Melbourne, called the LATROEE VALLEY TANDY 
COLOUR COMPUTER USER GROUP (Valley CoConuts). 

The reason I got into computing was that I wanted to interface a computer with my HAM Radio equipment 

to keep up with high technology ; computer graphics ; music; and family computing as required. I've since been 

successful using RTTY and WEFA); (weather patterns) using my CoCo m conjunction with my Amateur Radio Station 
VK3HV. 

Started off with cassettes and LFVII Printer, then one night our user group members along with the 
Geeiong COLOR COMPUTER CLUE upgraded our CoCo's tc 64k, then a year later purchased TANDY DRIVE B/1, a DMPABE 
printer, etc. 

When OS-9 was released by TANDY I purchased the first version together with Basic09, and like many 
others found the manuals supplied and to use 05-9 very difficult, even with my experience gained up to that stage. 
This prompted me to run an OS-9 class in a separate room at our monthly User Group meeting at TRARALGON, which I 
based on 'The complete Rainbow Guide to OS-9', much easier to follow with good examples, 

A year and a half ago, in the Valley, our area contacts decided to divide our group up into four, 
TRARALGON, MORWELL, MOE and the OS-9 groups, each meeting on a different Tuesday evening and venue during a month. 

At the OS-9 meets which are either held at my place or at Glen Azlin's in TRARALGON I spoke about the 
National OS-9 Users group and its Newsletter, and handed out application forms to join. Some members did. Others 
may soon. Actually I subscribed tc the original Newsletters and 0S9-U5er-Group of Australia 1984 run by Kevin 
Holmes and Bob Thompson, Then in October 19S5 Kevin's group was reorganised, restructured, and amalgamated with the 
New South Wales 0S9 User group under Graeme Nichols and assisted by Kevin. This new grouping changed its name to 
the NATIONAL 0S9 User Group in April 19S&. 

Our LatroDe Valley OS-9 group members who did subscribe to the NEWSLETTER found the contents very 
helpful especially the tutorials and OS-9 Hints and Tips, etc 

I have a WordPak I which I used with 05-9 giving me true upper and lowercase and 3B columns. I 
purchased a CoCo3 from Bob Parkinson when they were released, and brought OS-9 Ver,2 Level 2 from Tandy which gives 
me 8E columns and more, so if someone wants to buy my PEJ WordPak I, it is going cheap, or for exchange ? My CdCo3 
is still 123k as the Tandy upgrade is too expensive for me. 
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Another interest I have is learning JAPANESE (Written and Spoken), and I purchased A Japanese OS-9 
handbook when I was over there in 1984, OS-9 in a big way over there, see my article in the NEWSLETTER for 
September 1987. I also have a HITACHI model Sl/10 computer using a 6889, but the OS-9 card is far too costly to 
buy, can anyone help me in this area, also Tm looking for a KANJI ROM chip/card to suit? 

In the last edition of the NEWSLETTER, Dec, 1987 I agree with Graeme's Editorial personally. I am still 
persevering with OS-9 both Level 1 and 2, and have reviewed Multi-Vue (see this review in this edition of the 
NEWSLETTER). During December I sold my tISX computer and purchased a 1 Meg AMIGA computer and am now waiting for the 
porting of 0S-9/6e. 

Our Latrobe Valley Group and myself are very pleased that Gordon Eentzen has been able to carry on the 
NATIONAL 0S9 USER GROUP and its Newsletter with the support of Brisbane Group. Our group will support the teaiTi's 
effort both in INPUT and Subscriptions, etc. Please find attached the Review and my Application Form

Patch for Microware 'C Ccjapiler. 

Here is a couple of files you can use to patch the hicroware 'C compiler so that it will use the neu.? RMA 
Relocatable Macro Assembler and RLINK the new linker from Tandy's 0S9 development System. The actual patches came 
to me from Dori Eerrie, and as such work fine, but I felt that it would be easier to write a script file so that 
those not so familiar with the 0S9 modpatch utility can use it also. A couple of points should be addressed first 
though. 

Firstly, the following modules should be in memory or in the execution directory. 

Echo 

Load 

ModPetch 

Save 

Atti^ 

Ifnlink 

Secondly, both the patch files must reside on the same disk as the C compiler and the working directory must 
oe changed to it. For example, if your C disk is in /Di then type 'chd /dl' and then type XUe name of the first 
patch file which is ccl_patch. You can use Edit to type m both listings.

few GRAPHICAL INTEIFACE FOR YOUR CoCo3. 
by George Francis.

Your CoCo3 can now sport a friendly iifOUSB driven graphic interface just like its big brothers; it's calleo 
MULTI-VUE and is put on the market only this year by Tandy. 

What do me mean by a graphical interface? There are tuo user interfaces employed on micro computers^ the first 
IS the command-driven type using the prompt i and you as a user by now are tuell used to typing in commands in this 
manner. The neuier one is called the Icon-driveni graphical interface. 

This 'Xerox/Mac' user' style graphical interface, enabling a tuorking environment using njindouis, icons, mouse and 
pointers called WIMP (for short) includes 'pull-down menus, gadgets, requesters, alerts, and may include desktop 
items such as a calender, calculator and a clock etc., and may provide preference menus which allow you to change 
your printer settings, monitor /screen setup file/disk maintenence etc. 
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What is MULTI-WE? 

You have seen this sort of stuff before on your CcCo's because CoCoMa); and Deskmate uses some or frtost of these 
features. 

Multi-Vue also allows the user to open several windows at once and several programs can share the CoCo's screen 
at. the same time - this is called true multi-tasking. Even most of the 'bigger' computers utill not multi-task at 
this stage. This is due to the Tandy CoCo's 0S9 disk operating system. 

flulti-vue is a part of the three part package of 0S9 level 2 system sold by Tandy especially for their COCO 
12Sk and 512k (upgraded) computers. The other two parts Are the Level Two operating system itself (released late 
last year) which is required before Multi-vue can be usedi and a development package (now just being released in 
Australia) which can be used by programmers and the mere experienced users who program in assembly language. 

Uhat IS the OS?? 

0S9 15 a disk operating system designed by Hicroware in conjunction with .Motorola who designed the 6339 cpu. It 
was first introduced some five years ago and was used on the CoCc I and 2'5 and was called level 1. To use the 
extra iiiemory on the CoCo 3^ level 2 0S9 was introduced. Inci dent ly? the 0S9 Level 1 and Level 2 has already proved 
to be an excellent operating system for the CoCo's and also is run on other 6S39 computers like the GimexT Hitachi 
STs, Fujitsu's and even the Apple using a 6889 co-processor board (as used by myself (George) last year and by one 
of our friends (David) in Canberra). 0S9 is also slowly becoming popular on the newer £j3000. 

0S9 is modelled after the much older multi-user/multi-tasking system called Unix j^^ile popular by the American 
College usage. Unix is also used by the Gippsland Institute of Advanced Education at Churchill. 0S9 has tree-like 
heirarchical directories and sub-directories similar to Unix and rlS-DOS, and has very flexible I/O capabilities^ 
which makes it very powerful ^ but because of these features it can seem complicated and confusing^ especially to 
the beginner and first time user. So much so that the beginner puts the package up on the TOO-Hard shelf after his 
first ( few? ) play(s). 

This is where the Multi-Vue package comes into play, (excuse pun) which in theory should make using 0S9 
operating system child's play. 

what 15 Multi-Vue? 

The package consists of a 100 page manual in a three ring binder » which includes a flippie (double-sided flap- 
Jack) and a pretty little software registration card which may either decorate your wail or someone else's here in 
Australia. 

The version given to us by the manager of the Tandy store at Mid-Valley (Morwell) was Version 0L30.30 (Cat. 
No. 263033.) As stated abovei Multi-Vue is a Graphical Interface meaning the screen displays Icons (small pictures) 
which you roll over with a pointer controlled by a mouse or joystick. This makes it so simple to select programs or 
disk drives etc, together with pull-dowm menus that are also pointed to^ makes operating nearly fool-proof. 

This concept has been around for some time and was first used on the mam frame terminals. The mouse itself was 
invented by Douglas Engeibart of San Jose, California who was a senior scientist » one of the Hypertext (word 
knowledge) gurus. As we all agree? it has made the personal computer far more useful than without the mouse, 

Dan Ingalls of J(erox and a team of researchers were the first to use Graphical interfaces on the mini and maxi 
(main-frame) computers, before Apple's Steve ^onsick and Steve Jobs used it for the first time on their ill-fated 
Lisa personal computer^ and again on their successful Apple Macintosh computer series. 

This graphical or WIMP environment makes computing fun. As we said above, you just move the mouse around on 
your desktop to point to any item or box on the screen to select or literally move the icon or display around the 
screen. 

Similar approaches to the graphical interface environment &r9 used by both personal computers and software 
companies alike. Companies who followed the original theme of Xerox, are Apollo, Sun, the Macintosh 'Finder', 
Digital Research's 'GEM' initially available for the IBM PC's, and more recently part of the supplied system on the 
Amstrad range of computers, and the Atari ST series, and even the Commodore 64 has a cut down version called 'GEO', 
Perhaps the most recent (prior to Tandy's Muiti-Vue release) effective implementation was the Amiga Workbench 
'Intuition' designed by a Mr. R.J. Micai, used on the Commodore Amiga series of home computer. Intuition is a very 
powerful windowing environment, and will take some 'tossing". 

Time will tell if Tandy's Muiti-Vue will match it or be better and if as popular. However we believe Tandy has 
taken the right step in the right direction making a standard graphical interface for 0S9, thus making it easy to 
use for many CoCo 3 users. 
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In the Wimp systeBt* gadgets are important as they allow overlapping windows! able to select front or back 
windows or planes and can be used to resize windows^ and even change their position on the screen. Also you can 
simply close a screen by pointing to the upper left-hand close box and click (away) at the isouse button. As 
mentioned, pull down menu's make life easy, showing the state that the program is in. Not all items on a menu may 
be available at all times, the ones shown in bold lettering work and the ones ghosted don't work, (even if 
selected.) Simple windows are a convenient and vital part of this flexible style of screen display, using icons 
comparing it to folders in a file (on disk or memory); or papers on a desk, even a rubbish tin to put the old 
dead files in etc. (after you killed them.) Windows also allow many simultaneous displays on the same screen. 

To manage these multiple windows, the G SHELL (the actual Multi-vue program) provides various gadgets as 
outlined above. 

In a fflutli-tasking computers such as the C0CC 3 and the Amiga series^ allow multiple windows and screens^ each 
running a separate program (subject to RAM available) like tiny independent video monitors or separate 
monitors/terminals. 

How to get Multi-Vue up and running? The manual provided is one of the best user manuals Tandy has so far 
produced and is reasonably easy to follow aliowing you to get Multi-Vue up and running. You must have the 0S9 level 
two system and its config disks to enable you to place a bootable Multi-Vue on two formatted disks^ by religiously 
following the directions in the manual? (both single and double disk drive owners are catered for.) 

Unfortunately? for Australian users? Multi-Vue comes set up for the American Date and Time system (ie. 60 
Hertz) so it hurts losing time in a big way (like most other Tandy 0S9 software)? this of course could be changed 
by experienced 0S9 Hackers. If your 0S9 system disk is configured for 50 hz? this should overcome this short-coming 
but I was concerned that the manual states 'you SHOULD NOT use a customized system disk to create BuildMV, so as 
the package was only on loan I followed the directions correctly? and had to put up with the depreciating time. So? 
this was the first problem that we came across. The next one was the using of the graphical interface menu to 
format a blank disk in /dl (drive 1) or /d0 (drive 0), both actions failed with a process error 207. Most modern 
computers and their operating systems hardly use format or dskini (only for making data disks) and most disk copy 
suppliec utilities usually format as they copy the disk? for example Apple ITs Dos 3.3 and ProDos, Amiga-DOS and 
PC/MS-DOS. But 0S9 does not allow this. 

How Good IS Multi-Vue? 

After many hours of playing over a period of several days? our experience with this package and having used 
other graphical interfaces we are convinced that this program will make 0S9 very popular on the CoCc 3's as many 
have found using the 0S9 command driven interface just over-uheiming and difficult. I think that it resembles the 
screen display somewhat like GEM? clean and simple? but not quite as impressive as the Amiga 'Intuition'? as it 
lacks some of the Amiga's functions. Multi-Vue provides a desktop function as well. Another problem J found is that 
it boots up in the 40 column mode and would require a fix to the G Shell to make it default tc 88 columns. 
I must stress this program can only be used on the Tandy CoCo 3 ?and requires at least one disk drive? and the 
purchase of the 0S9 Level 2 System Package. 

Conclusion . 
Tandy has given this part of the Trilogy 0S9 system package a lot of thought and planning? even though it has 
several bugs as I (George) and others have found out. Tandy has made Multi-Vue as a STANDARD Interface, meaning any 
future programs if they follow the Microware/Tandy guidelines of this new standard then their programs will run 
under Multi-Vue using 0S9 with no problems. This will make each program execute and have the same feel to one 
another? and used in the same manner? like they do on the Macintosh and Amigas. Multi-Vue will not be everyone's 
cup of tea. It is expected? Software companies will follow this standard for future Tandy Color Computer programs. 
But tc be successful? considering InterTan's very late release of a graphical interface, they will have to get 
their act together in the pricing of this package? like the Apple and the Amiga? it should be supplied free with 
each computer and disk drive sold? and the total package price kept under a total of $A999? which its competition 
is selling for.
